One day in Chicago a woman came 
to our office there and gave a 50 
cent. piece to the city editor, ask- 
ing that it be sent to the Red Cross 
fund. I asked her to whom the cén- 
tribution should be credited and she 
said, “Oh, just say it’s from a work- 
ing woman.”’ 

I remember how faded her dreas 
was and how evident her sacrifice 
had been. I wondered how and when 
her reward would come. 

Would it be worth while to you, 
my friend of the true heart, to 
know that hundreds of waifs like 
my freight car girl are being cared 
for and mothered and saved m 
death, or something worse, by the 
American Red Cross people here in 
Siberia? There are men giving the 
last ounce of their strength to the 
task. There are women young and 
old who wear the Red Cross blue 
— the faces of danger and de- 


r. 
Two of these women have died of 
typhus. Several of the Red 

men have survived the hateful fever 
and are again giving all they have 
—Jjust as you did. 

SHOULD AID CHILDREN. 
No one may say surely where our 
American responsibility begins or 
ends in Russia, but, putting aside 
political considerations, we are safe 
in reaching a hand across the Pa- 
cific to these pitiable by products 
of a nation gone stark mad. Rus- 
sia may egriveously misunderstand 
our efforts in her behalf, but her 
boys and girls will understand. 

In Harbin I met Edith E, Judge, 
an English woman, who has joined 
the American Red Cross. She was 
inconsolable becgtse the Bolshevik 
advance had driven her unit away 
from Omsk, where she had been a 
ministering angel to sixty orphan 
boys and girls. One girl she had 
found in a cave weeping at the side 
of her mother and father, who were 
dead of typhus. 
This trained nurse wanted to go 
back to her children, regardless of 
danger. When forbidden she would 
have left her unit and have gone 
back, paying her own expenses. Still 
prevented, she told me the other 
day that she would have her chil- 
dren again some day, she felt sure. 
What a world of contradictions, in 
which a mob with an ideal ad- 
ministration only scatter children 
over thousands of miles, but will 
destroy tracks and bridges ahead of 
these freight car refugees to make 
even of their flight a peril. And 
when a woman will plead with we: 
eyes to undertake all those perils 
to get back to “my children in 
Omsk.”

Both Premier and Minister of 
Justice Hara and Viscount Uchida 
declared they did not think the in- 
cident meant anything serious. The 
explosion occurred several hours be- 
fore the time set for a dinner to the 
diplomatic corps giver by Viscount 
Uchida in honor of the birthday of 
the Emperor, and the ball which was 
to follow.

regarding the Senate situation. It 
was said at the Capitol tonight, 
however, that no such appointment 
yet had been made or requested by 
Mr. Hitchcock, who thought several 
days might elapse before the reser- 
vation fight became acute. 

The flurry over an immediate vote 
on unreserved ratification came just 
after the Senate had voted down, 
67 to 16, the amendment by Sen- 
ator Gore, Democrat, Oklahoma, to 
make any declaration of war under 
the League of Nations contingent 
on a popular referendum. Two more 
amendments had been prepared by 
Senator Borah, Republican, Idaho, 
but he decided to withhold them 
and offer them later as reservations. 
That cleared away the Jast of the 
amendments, and Senator Lodge of 
Massachusetts, the Republican lead- 
er, called up the committee reserva- 
tions. 

Immediate objection came from 
the administration forces, Senator 
Underwood, Democrat, Alabama, de- 
claring the proposals could not be 
properly considered until the reso- 
lution of ratification came before 
the Senate. He was assailing the 
Republicans for delay and charged 
that their methods were designed to 
prevent a direct vote on the question 
of unréserved ratification, when 
Senator Lodge asked: “If the Sen- 
ator Wants to hasten action, why 
doesn't he ask for a vote right now 
on ratification without reserva- 
tions?” 

TAKES THE DARE. 

“I'll do it,” returned Senator 
Underwood, and he did. | 

The move brought half a dozen 
Senators to their feet, and in the 
maneuvering which followed, the 
chamber presented a scene of con- 
tinuous confusion. Senator Hitch- 
cock first got the floor to present 
formally a unanimous consent 
agreement for a vote, and although 
the Republican managers interposed 
no objections, it failed to meet the 
approval of some Senators, and a 
sharp debate ensued. 

Senator Fall, Republican, New 
Mexico, proposed that the parlia- 
mentary situation would not permit 
such a vote, since the Senate was 
acting as a committee of the 
whole. Senator Hitchcock then 
modified the request to permit the 
session as committee of the whole 
to be terminated, but Senator Len- 
root, Republican, Wisconsin, asked 
that a provision be included to 
permit a later ratification vote that 
should include reservations. Then 
Senator Jones, Republican, Wash- 
ington, ended the discussion by ob- 
jecting directly to the whole ar- 
rangement. 

Having failed to secure unanimous 
consent, Senator Hitchcock then 
made a motion to the same effect, 
but Senator Lodge called attention 
that his motion to take up reserva- 
tions was the pending business. 
After the Vice-President had over- 
ruled Senator Underwood's point of 
order, the reservations at last were 
formally laid before the Senate. 

The first.paragraph of the reserva- 
tion group, the only part considered 
today, recites that the reservations 
must be accepted by three of the 
other four great powers to make the 
treaty binding. As presented, it had 
been slightly modified from the orig- 
inal committee draft, so that the ac- 
ceptance uld be secured “by ex- 
change of notes.” Senators Lodge 
and Edge, Republican, New Jersey, 
spoke in support of the preamble, 
and Senators McCumber, Republican, 
North Dakota, and Thomas, Demo- 
crat, Colorado, against it. 

NEW RESERVATIONS. 

During the day two new reserva- 
tion proposals were placed before the 
Senate, and, together with several 
ethers presented by individual Sen- 
ators, will be taken up after the com- 
mittee list. One was by Senator Knox, 
Republican, Pennsylvania, proposing 
that the United States become only a 
“consulting member’ of the league, 
with full liberty to govern its own 
course in all respects, and the other 
was by Senator Johnson, Republican, 
California, relating to equalization of 
voting power ip the league. 

In his ruling against Senator Un- 
derwood’s point of order, Vice-Pres- 
ident Marshall made an extended 


statement of his general attitude to- 


ward construction of the Senate rules 
as they relate to the treaty. 

“This is the most important treaty,” 
he said, that ever was presented to 
the Senate of the United States. | 

“The chair is unwilling to make any 
sort of technical ruling that will pre- 
vent the Senate from ratifying this 
treaty either without reservations or 
with any sort of reservations that a 
majority chooses to put into the res- 
olution of ratification. 

The chair is unwilling to construe 
these rules in so strict and narrow a 
way that the treaty may be pigeon- 
holed or hung up by such narrow 
construction. 

“The chair ig going to hold thet a 
majority of the Senate can prese 
whatever it pleases to the Senate in 
the way of reservations or interpre- 
tations, and the chair thinks that 
these reservations, as they are called, 
ought to be considered as in com- 
mittee of the whole in justice to cer- 
tain Senators of the United States 
who have been voting against amend- 
ments to the treaty with statements 
that they voted against the amend- 
mens because they thought they 
could preserve their views by way of 
reservation and interpretation.”

CURRY SCHEME FOR 
AUTO STATION CREATES 
STORM AT COAPITAL. 

DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—Threat- 
ening to wreck the whole project of 
the $2,000,000 Yosemite National 
Park Company, that has stockhold- 
ers in Los Angeles, San Francisco, 
Fresno and other California cities, 
application of the Curry Camp peo- 
ple in the Yosemite for an extension 
of their concession to include a 
garage privilege caused a tempestu- 
ous meeting before the California 
delegation today.

“For more than a week we have 
had men w a place at 310 
East One Hundred and Thirty-fifth 
street, where we had good reason to 
believe grain alcohol was being 
treated in this fashion. Karly this 
morning we decided that we had 
better seize the contents of the 
rooms there b the owners 
had evidently been frightened away 
for good.

State Department, convinced that 
finapcial relief is the only hope 
against political disintegration of 
China, hag approved the conclusion 
of @ loan contract between the Con- 
tinental and Commercia!] Trust and 
Savings Bank of Chicago and the 
Chinese government. Through this 
China will receive a short-term 
emergency loan of $20,000,000, un- 
der an option held by the Chicago 
bank under terms of a previous 
iéan contract concluded with the 
Peking government, November 16, 
1916. This emergency loan to China 
is expected to avert the immediate 
danger that the desperate financial 
embarrassment might cause the 
Chinese government. 

Without the loan, it is apprehend- 
ed that the Chinese government 
might have recourse to measures 
which would be incompatible with 
plans for the rehabilitation of 
China’s finances, and also result in 
the political disintegration of that 
country. 

NO ENCROACHMENT. 
The State Department has seen to 
it that the loan will not encroach 
upon the administrative and eco- 
nomic status of China. The loan 
will take the place of the $5,600,000 


loan, which had heretofore been 
pro ra 
The loan will provide $1,000,000 


for reorganization of the Chinese 
tobacco and wine administration and 
other purposes to be agreed upon. 
It provides for arrears in pay of the 
Chinese military forces, organized 
during the war, th a view to 
their eventua] discharge, and for 
arrears due the police, legation 
staffs, departments of education and 
justice, for pensions to the erstwhile 
imperial Manchus and short matu- 
rities to Chinese banks. 

AMPLE SECURITY. 
The security for the loan is the 
entire revenue of the tobacco and 
wine administration, subject to pre- 
vious loans already charged upon 
that source and not redeemed. In 
the event that the Chicago bank 
should deem the proposed security 
not to be sufficient, there wil] be 
given as additional security the 
surplug salt revenue and to be re- 
leased to the Chinese government 
lw the salt administration. For 
that purpose the loan is constituted 
in the contract as a direct charge up- 
on the surplus revenues to be re- 
leased from the salt administration 
to China. The loan is to net the 
Chinese government 91, and to draw 
6 per cent. interest for two years 
from November 1, 1919.
